Former Red 
Minister 


Prague, Feb. 4. 
Dr Vindo Clementis, Com- 
munist former Foreign Mintster 
of Czechoslovakia, was believed 
here tonight to be In flight or 
under arrest. 


The windows of his apartment 
were dark, and a nefghbour said 
be had not boen seen near there 
simee last Monday, Reporters 


could not reach him there last 
night. 
A woman who answered the 


doorbell refused to talk to them, 
A young man could also be seen 
just inside the door, and two 
plainolothesmen patrolled out- 
side. They also would give no 
information. 

A Government ‘spokesman, 
asked tonight about reports of 
Dr Clementis’ disappearance, 
ead he could not reach anybody 
tonight who might know of the 
former Minister’s whereabouts. 

The guessing in Western 
diplomatic circles was that Dr 
Clementis Had fled abroad, as 
have thousands of other Czecho- 
slovak citizens since the Com- 
munists gained power in this 
country in February, 1948. 

Some diplomats’ linked the 
Clementis mystery wtih uncon- 
firmed but — persistent reports 
that some changes are about 
to be made at official levels of

Schoolchildren In Britaim Are 
Taller Amd Heavier

today are taller and 

heavier than at any 
time during this century, 
according to statistics re- 
cently made known by the 
London County Council's 
Senior Medical Officer for 


school health. : : 
‘Three height and welght 
surveys haye been made in 
London during this half-century.. 
The first covered the period 1905- 
1912; the ‘second was made in 
1938; and the third in 1949. The 
period between the first twa 
surveys saw a dramatic inercase 
in average weight and height. 
The average percentage gain in 
weight was 13.5 percent; in 
height, 4.5 percent. The next 
period, which included all World 
War Il years, showed a slighter, 
ut equally steady rise of 2.2 
percent in weight and 1.3 percent 
in height. Talcen as a whole, 
London schoolchildren — gained 
between 1938 and 1949 about 
three-quarters-of-an-inch (two 
centimetres) in height, and one 
and three quarter pounds (0, 8 
kilograms) in weight. 


Surveys Show 


Local and county authorities 
in various parts of the United 
Kingdom have, since World War 
HU, undertaken similar surveys 
and compared the results with 
thelr pre-war records. The 
figures naturally vary from area 
to area, but generally there is the 
same savory of a 
average physique—in spite of 
the Inevitable stresses and 
strains of war conditions. 

Statistics, say the sceptical, 
ean be made to prove anything. 
These figures of increased weight 
and height cannot be sald to 
prove any one thing. .But they 
do point to the fact that con-
